FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 


The present outbreak of this dis- 
ease in the United States, and the 
blocking of all shipments of live 
stock from certain States of the 
Union into Canada, has attracted 
the attention of the agricultural 
community, and has resulted in 
several inquiries as to the nature 
of this disease. 

Foot-and-mouth disease, also 
called Aphthous Fever, is a viru- 
lent and contagious disease of cat- 
tle, sheep and swine, young ani- 
mals being particularly susceptible. 

Symptoms.—The general symp-| 
toms are usually slight fever and, 
lack of appetite, and in milch cat-| 
tle there may be some diminution | 
of the milk flow. These troubles 
are quickly followed by eruptions 
of the muscous membrane of the 
mouth, the skin between the toes,

V'ithin ten years the price 
will be considerably less; while 
there is no reason why, in course 
of time, we should not all be able 
to have our own aeroplanes—or, 
at least, flying apparatus—for an 
outlay of about twenty pounds,

DECAY IN BUILDING STONES. 
The causes of decay in building 
istones are various and depend on 
'the physical structure of the stone, 
its composition and the nature of 
ithe surrounding atmosphere. The 
most destructive agent to which 
ithe stone is exposed is rain or a 
‘moist atmosphere, and also to a 
|minor degree, wind, frost and 
smoke. The air of large towns is 
lusually churged with various delet- 
lerious acids; these acids are dis 
solved by the rain, which pene- 
trates the stone ina greater or less 
\degree according to its physical 
structure, and combines with the 
constituents of the stone, causing 
it to decay, so that any contriy- 
ances that will check the admission 
of water will be most likely to 
succeed in arresting decay.

EYES TO ORDER, 

Artificial eyes, which have nowa- 
days reached a high state of per- 
fection, are by no means a recent 
invention The Egyptian priests,

empty socket, they attached it to 
la piece of clay of the size of a hu- 
man eye.

| Previous to that, a thin metal band 
leovered with leather was used, the 
leye being painted on one end, the 
other end gripping the back of the 
head.

Can this 
young province with miles upon 
miles of new roads to build, hun- 
dreds of bridges and _ public 
buildings to be constructed, as 


takings, 
millions of dollars on railroads 
too? In our judgment such a 
venture is out of the question, 
and we do not think that the view 
of the Conservative party is rep- 
resented in the opinion of Mr. 
Robertson. This province wants 
railroads and it wants transcon- 
tinental railroads. Could govern- 
ment ownership give us trans- 
continental connection? All we 
could expect trom a government 
ownership policy would be the 
construction of provincial roads, 
just as in Ontario, the govern- 
ment’s only railroad is purely 
sectional, serving only a new 
country in the northern part of 
the province. Alberta needs 
railway competition to enable it 
to get its grain and coal to mark- 
ets outside the province. How 
would a government owned rail- 
way help us in that respect ? 
How wouldit haul our grain to 
Fort William and Vancouver or 
our coal to Saskatchewan or Man- 
itoba or our cattle to Montreal. 
Is it not clear that we would have 
to pay tolls on the lines running 
to the east and tu the west? 
The policy of the Alberta govern 
ment to guarantee the bonds of 
existing transcontinental roads if 
they will construct lines through- 
out Alberta, is the only solution 
of the present demand for more 
railways. It will give us a com 
petition we want and we are con- 
fident it will bring the railroads 
to our doors far more rapidly 
than government ownership, 
which, has never yet proved to be 
a successful policy in a new 
country, The guarantee of bunds 
would never cost the province a 
cent. If it did it would mean the 
province would come into pos- 
session of the railroads. Mr, 
Robertson’s policy is not suited 
to this province under existing 
conditions and if he voices the 
sentiments of the Conservative 
party and gses to the country 
with government ownership ys. 
the guarantee of bonds as ay is- 
sue, the opposition in the Legis 
lature is more likely to dwindle 
to servo than increase,

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered sections of DR'S. RIVERS and AMOS 


Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notresery: 
homesteaded hy any person who is 
the sole head of (le family, or any 
niale over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on cettain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister ot an intending 
homesteader. 


The homesteader is required to 
perform the homestead duties under 
one of the following plans: 

(1) At least six months’ resid- 
ence upon and cultivation of the 
land jn each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the. required 
residence duties by living on farm 
ing laud owned solely by him, not 
less than eighty (80) acres in ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home.

It requires a long and careful 
study of the section of the country 
from which the tobacco originates 
a study of its fermentation, of its 
blending, of its workmanship, and 
the manufacturer making the study 
must personally have a very dis- 
criminating taste.
